| We have, in our present Number, entered more at length 
than has been our custom of late into the proceedings of the 
Court of Aldermen on the inquiry instituted as to the fraud 
| committed in the Talacre Coal and Iron Company—with the view 
| of ascertaining how far, if at all, Mr. Alderman Tomas Woop 
is culpable, or may be considered a party thereto— inasmuch that 
the evidence adduced establishes certain facts with whieh, al- 
though we were in part acquainted, have not been brought under 
notice; while the reports which appear in our contemporaries are 
evidently garbled, and, by concealing the principal features to which 
the attention of the committee was directed, are calculated to mis- 
Jead. As the evidence is to be printed, we await its production en- 
tire ere we offer any observations on it as s whole, or attempt to 
afford explanations or additional information—which we think we 
are in a position to do—having, moreover, been in the immediate 
locality of the works (?) since the publication of our last Number. 

Without, however, antici vating the report of the Court of Alder- 
men, we avail ourselves of the present opportunity of making some 
passing remarks on the evidence given on Saturday last. It ap- 
pears, then, from the evidence of Mr. Aswuner, that he did not 
possess “the original minute book, and had never seen it, or a copy 
of it.” As much must depend on the contents of this book (for by 
“original” we understand the frst on the formation of the com- 
pany to be meant), ite absence, and the want of knowledge on the 
part of the trustee, chairman, and solicitor, of the company—the 
three offices being held by one individual, and that individual Mr. 
Alderman Tnomas Woop (the integrity of whose conduct in the 
transaction is the subject of the inquiry)—as aleo Mr. Wawrow, the 
secretary, is calculated to make an impression injurious to the formes 
gentieman ; but we should , in the absence of direct evidence, 
that the Court of Aldermen will give him the benefit of the doubt ; 
indeed, in our opinion, he requires it, or any other adventitious aid 
which circumstances will allow. As the affidavit of Mr. Ald. Taos. 
Woop would, however, lead to the inference that he was in posses- 
son of a copy of the minutes, he will, perhaps, at the next meeting 
of the court, lay such before the chairman ; therefore we must not be 
ungenerous, or raise a doubt as to the course the learned Alder- 
man, avsisted by his legal advisers, may deem it prudent and 
proper to pursue. 

We come now to an important piece of documentary evidence 
which, happily for the furtherance of justice and elucidation of the 
truth, Mr. Asncxsr did possess ; bet that we may make “ no mis. 
take,” we here quote the paragraph in the report to which we have 
already made reference — 

Me Mr. Asharet) sien prodaced the reeniation, signet by Mr Wood, satherteing
